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"To the Grantee: Ministry of Foreign Affairs" therefor. 
E. Article 7 , Section 7.2 is amended by: 

1. Deleting "Minister of State for Planning and 
International Cooperation and/or the Administration of the 
Department for Economic Cooperation with U.S.A." and substituting 
"Minister of State for Foreign Affairs and/or the Administrator 
of the Department for Economic Cooperation with U.S.A. , 
International Cooperation Sector, Ministry of Foreign Affairs" • 
therefor.
